When questions come thick and fast from the asthma and 
hav fever patients, the doctor has at least one umbrella to get under, 
that of “allergy.” Allergy may be described as the “kick” obtained 
fn »tu different sorts of food, different individuals obtaining not by 
any means the same sort of kick. 
For instance, the Irish potato may awaken terrible conse­ 
quences in certain sensitive persons. No certain law has been 
discovere«! at this time which is obeyed by food allergies. But we 
are studying. 
Asthma of the “bronchial” sort, may be due to reactions of 
certain kinds of food in that particular individual. Fish will pro­ 
voke asthmatic attacks in some; oysters :n others. When I am 
consulted by a confirmed sufferer from asthma, 1 have him write 
me a lmt of the articles he eats—and then require him to eaL 
everything else but that; to keep the list before him constantly, 
and avoid every single item noted. In other words, to live on the 
things for awhile at least—that he don’t like! This plan, with the 
line of remedies that relieve symptoms, sometimes works great 
good. 
The advice is based on “food allergy” of course. 
“Hay fever” is believed to be an allergy reaction. Its victims 
react to pollens on the nasal mucous membrane. If we inject pollen 
vaccine, it looks like the rational way to prevent bay fever. I 
have had success with pollen vaccines, but the patient usually waits 
till the season is on, and brings his sneezes to me when too late. 
I had a patient, and they are common, who could not take 
quinine without developing a “rash” that was most annoying—a 
half grain of the drug would cause the volcano. Allergy, the 
scientist says. Just how one can take it, and another can’t, is 
something yet undiscovered. Truly, allergy is worth considering.

You will find nine out 
of ten of them eat beef, if they have not already abandoned 
meats at the command of the faddists, and they are slowly 
paving the way for tuberculosis, or other serious disease— 
by lowering bodily resistance. 
I have seen the western farmer in pioneer days, eat cured 
ham and bacon all his life—remain in good working trim until 
too old,—and die of sheer oki age. And I have seen the great 
army of weaklings develop right along with the advent of 
fresh beef, and its being almost forced upon people by physi­ 
cians, who themselves have acquired uraemic poison and 
blood-pressure and tuberculosis, following the fresh beef fad. 
I may close this old-time message with the point I have in 
inind: There is no better strength-buikling, blood-making, 
body protecting food than well-cured bacon and ham! And, 
everybody who toils knows this.

ONCE had some correspondence with the alumnae sec­ 
retary of a woman’s college, an estimable lady seeking to 
raise more money for her institution, which it well deserves. 
Our letters developed quite an interesting exchange of ideas 
on education, until I made the mistake of sending this comment: 
“ I am a believer in women’s colleges, and I think they receive 
much less than their rightful share of legacies and gifts. But I 
sometimes think they have pushed their scholastic standards too 
high, and are applying them too rigorously. Two of the most suc­ 
cessful and attractive middle aged women of my acquaintance are 
college graduates. They have been a source of pride and service to 
their alma mater. Yet. if the present standards had been in force in 
their day, and had been as arbitrarily applied, both of them would 
have been thrown out of college at the end of their first semester. 
They were poor students, but they are great women.” 
I added rather facetiously: “ A fter all, a m ajority of college 
girls are going to enter the profession of matrimony. My idea of a 
college program would be to teach them to look after their health, 
cultivate their sense of humor, and then add whatever amount of 
book learning they could absorb without spoiling their good looks.” 
This stopped the correspondence. The lady regarded me as 
lacking in seriousness, and wrote to me no more. 
Yet I have the temerity to publish the comment, and to add 
this firm conviction ; that the uwrld dees not need more knowledge 
as much as it needs more humor.
